THE PAISLEY TRAGEDY | 

Paisley is a long way from Edmonton, | 

Sut the tragedy which occurred in a/| 

heatre there points to a danger that is | 
ulways more or less present wherever | 
people crowd into a building, and that is | 
more than usually grave when an audience 
Ss composed largely of children. 

The new year is a good time for fire 
marshals to make certain that theatres. 
schools, churches, and all places of 
assemblage in their inspectorates are so 
arranged as to minimize danger in case 
of emergency. The news of the Paisley 
horror should stir these officials in ail 
Canadian cities to action, where there is 
not already definite assurance on this 
point. 

As in the Montreal disaster two years 
ago, most of the Paisley victims were 
children, and they were killed or injured | 
in the panic, not by the fire. If these 
little folks were used to fire drills in their 
schools, the discipline failed to hold them 
when the teachers were not present to 
issue orders and quell excitement. 

Edmonton school children are trained 
to vacate their schools in an orderly way 
when the fire alarm sounds. hey do 
this with injury to none, and in remark- 
ably little time. It would make for safety 


if the attendants at theatres and other 
places where children gather were them- 
selves familiar with the school fire drill, | 
and thus in positicn to take instant | 
command of the situation when a panic 
threatens. 


THE COLONEL “OBSERVES” AGAIN

And perhaps the United 
States and other countries joined in to 
help Britain and France, and thus made 
‘ta “world war,” because they were angry | 
with Britain for stopping their ships and 
cutting off Germany's supplies. The 
Colonel seems to say so, though a good | 
many other people will find it hard to 
follow his line of reasoning. 


Colonel House is not to be accepted | 
off-hand as an infallible interpreter of | 
the opinions and sentiment of his feilow- | 


countrymen. It will be remembered that 
the Colonel was the special adviser of 
President Wilson on matters touching the 
war. The peace treaty which President 
Wilson dictated, on the advice of the 
Colonel, was one which the Congress of 
the United States refused to ratify

At the end of the first half of 
1979, there was one hundred bil- 
lion dollars worth of legul reserve 
life insurance in force in Amer- 
ican life insurance companies. 

This staggering amount of in- 
surance was held by more than 
sixty-fIve million persons. 

The obligations of the insur- 
ance con:panies were secured by 
more that seventeen billion dol- 
lars’ worth of assets. 

The rate at which this huge 

Gleap trans business has avcumulated has 
been greatly quickened during the last few years. 

It \onk the insurance companies the long stretch 
of about cighty years to arrive at the first fifty bil- 
lion dollars worth of insurance, whereas the second 
fifty billion dollars worth of insurance was written in 
six and one-half years, from 1922 to the middle of 
1929 

Before the w the insurance in force was in- 
creasing about on one quarter billions yearly; in 
1919, this figure rose to six billions. and three times 
since 1919 the annual increase has reached eight

NEW YORK, N, Y. Jan, 3.—Efforts 
to ascertain just exactly what haj- 
pened to the bed of the Atlantic 
Ocean several weeks ago when it was 
shaken by a series of earthquakes 
that snapped deep sea capies and sent 


} & Sympathetic shudder along the Norin 


Atlantic coast are to be made by cable 
ships of the Western Union ‘Teie- 
Staph company when they finish re- 
pairs on which they now are .working 

Three ships, the Dominia, largest 
cable vessel in the world; the Lord 
Calvin and the Cyrus Field—are now 
on duty at the scene of the two ereat- 
est tremors, the first two about 1,000 
nilles due east of New York, working 
on repairs to the New York-Azores 
cable, and the latter some 200 or 300 
miles south of Newfoundland engeged 
tn patching the New York-Newfound- 
‘and connecting link of the European 
cable. 

When they have finished their tasks, 
delayed and made difficult by recent 
storms, they will be instructed 
gather all the oceanographic data pos- 
sible by soundings on their way back 
tu port.

BOOTLEG INDUSTRY 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—A_ tre- 
mendous increase in the production 
of corn sugar which can be used in 
making bootleg liquor is causing the 
prohibition bureau more concern than 
the diversion of industrial alcohol 
which has been cited as one of the 
major problems facing the enforce- 
ment officers.
